DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

A GRAND scene, embodying the principal features of the satanic 
music of Robert le Diable,bas been performed at theseConcerts dur- 
ing the week, witb considerable effect, and with no little approval 
by the audience. The evocation of Satan, the sudsequent bursting 
from the graves by the nuns, and characteristic waltz by the in-~ 
fernals,are poiots chosen, and as fer as breadth and power are con- 
cerned, produce an appalliog sensation of the awful and inscruta- 
ble. It may well be supposed that these scenes, as conceived by 
Meyerbeer, owe most of theireffect to the visible agencies on the 
stage, where the machinist and scene psinter have ample scope 
for ingenuities and fancies, The quotation of the music without 
these illustrative adjuncts, is insufficient to yield the full force of the 
scene, and to exercise the same overwhelming potency on the 
imagination, but Musard, the arranger of the selection, contrives 
to heighten the effect of it by semi-darkening the Theatre, by 
diabolical thunders overhead, and by uniting the nightly com- 
ponents of his orchestra in one fell crash. The solos are magni- 
ficently given on that monstre instrument, the opbicleide. This 
greod and impressive music of Meyerbeer, who is the Fuseli of the 
romantic school, is among the chefd’euvres of modero art. A 
selection of the quieter airs from Robert le Diable, including the 
most delicate of morsels, “‘ Robert toi gue J’aime,” (unquestiona- 
bly the gem of the Opere,) bas been more than once introduced 
at Promenade Concerts, and the present addition of the more start- 
ling portions of it has revived a koowledge of the entire work, 
wortby of acceptance by all jovers of the lyrical Drama.
